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DETAILED ACTION 

Non-responsive Amendment 
1 . The reply filed on November 23, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Newly submitted claims 52-74 are directed to 
inventions that are independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed since there were 
no methods drawn to a method for the measurement of biological ligand association with an 
insoluble surface comprising preparing a labeled ligand standard series, further comprising a 
series of formulations of known amounts of the labeled ligand; immobilizing onto a support, 1) 
said solubilized surface and ligand mixture and said labeled ligand standard series; or 2) said 
separated solubilized surface and ligand mixture, and said separated ligand standard series and 
using the information to determine the amount of said labeled ligand originally associated with 
each said surface amount. The previous claims were drawn to a process for the evaluation of 
biological ligand binding and/or internalization using non-radioisotopic immunologically 
recognizable hapten-conjugated (labeled ) ligands. Furthermore, the neither the previous claims 
nor the specification recited the above mentioned steps.
